Knowing the Mind of God 


Life sometimes appears to be a rapid 
succession of decisions. There is not 
always time to search for Bible light 
on a problem, or even pray at any length 
about it. But one decision may have 
far-reaching effects, and if we are to 
hear that word saying, “This is the way, 
walk ye in it, when ye turn to the right 
hand, and when ye turn to the left” (Isa. 
30:21), we must be careful to see that 
there is no “short-circuit” between God 
and ourselves. There is a fine passage 
on the guidance needed when decisions 
must be made quickly in Evan Hopkins’ 
great book, “The Law of Liberty in the 
Spiritual Life” (first published by Mar- 
shall Bros., London, .now out of print). 
Mr. Hopkins quotes the following from 
the Rev. James Vaughan of Brighton: 





“There are thousands of points in our 
journey which require quick and almost 
instantaneous decision as to what we be- 
lieve we ought to do. The juncture, per- 
haps, is such that gives very little space 
to go to some friend, or even to the 
Divine oracles of truth, or even to pon- 
der the matter in .our own breast. At 
such moments, a rapid perception of the 
right is an inestimable gift. Now those 
who have been familiar with holy things 
attain, gradually, to a surprising initia- 
tion of what is the mind and will of 
God on any subject. It is a kind of 
second spiritual sense. We can scarcely 
explain to you the process, but the con- 
clusion it brings them to is generally 
a correct one, and is often far better 
than any outward weighing or longer 
thought would have given them, 

Their first thoughts are better than sec- 
ond thoughts, because in their first 
thoughts there is less of man and there 
is more of the Spirit. And who are 
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Shall We Have 


those whose first thoughts are thus to be 
depended upon? Those who, by con- 
tinual and long intercourse with the 
Fountain of love and wisdom, so see an 
object from His point of view, and so 
measure it by His standard, and so feel 
His affections, that they can say, ‘We 
have the mind of Christ.” It should 
be added that this quick perception of 
the mind of God depends upon constant 
meditation in His Word and unbroken 
communion with Him. It is perilous for 
a Christian to be out of fellowship with 
his Heavenly Father, for then pride and 
selfishness creep into his decisions and 
he can make grave mistakes. Wisdom 
from above is not promised to the 
“double minded man unstable in 
all his ways,” who is trying to serve 
two masters, but to him who asks “in 
faith, nothing wavering” (Jas, 1:8, 6). 
Life itself is perilous, but as we abide 
in Him He is able to keep us from 
stumbling. 
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an Ambassador 


at the Vatican? 


N OCTOBER 20 of this year, the 
O President of the United States 
made public an announcement that 
shocked and alarmed freedom-loving 
Americans. In a surprise move, he nom- 
inated General Mark Wayne Clark, an 
Episcopalian, as the first United States 
Ambassador to “the State of Vatican 
City.” Since this nomination was made 
on the day that Congress adjourned, and 
since it must be confirmed by the United 
States Senate, no further action can be 
taken until the Eighty-Second Congress 
meets in second session, January 8, 1952. 
It will be recalled that in 1939, Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt appointed Myron C. 
Taylor, former Chairman of the Board of 
the United States Steel Corporation, as

his personal representative to the Vat- 
ican. It was claimed then that this ap- 
pointment did not violate the Constitu- 
tion and the Bill of Rights, in that Mr 
Taylor was to serve at his own expense 
and as Mr. Roosevelt's personal repre- 
sentative to the “head of the Roman 
Catholic Church” and not to the sov- 
ereign of Vatigan City State. Mr. Roose- 
velt’s purpose in making this appoint- 
ment, as stated in his letter to the Pope 
concerning it, was “in order that our 
parallel endeavors for peace and the 
alleviation of suffering may be assisted.” 
While two religious leaders in America, 
Dr. George A. Buttrick, then president 
of the Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America, and Rabbi Cyrus 
Adler, head of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America, were also ad- 
dressed by letter at this time and were 
invited to “come to Washington to dis- 
cuss the problems which all of us have 
on our minds,” no personal representa- 
tives were appointed and no diplomatic 
relations were established in these direc- 
tions. In striking contrast, Mr. Taylor, 
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an assistant, two foreign service officers, 
a secretary, a code clerk, and two sten- 
ographers, all at Government expense, 
proceeded to Rome. Here Mr. Taylor, 
in full court dress, presented his creden- 
tials and was formally received by the 
Pope and his staff with full ambassa- 
dorial honors, and was installed in an 
office, also at United States Government 
expense, and was instructed to report to 
the State Department rather than to the 
President whose “personal represerita- 
tive” he was. 

It might naturally have been expected 
that the death of President Roosevelt 
and the cessation of hostilities of World 
War II, under which emergency the ap- 
pointment had been made, would have 
terminated service of this “personal rep- 
resentative.” However, such was not the 
case, and without new appointment, Mr. 
Taylor continued on at the Vatican after 
Mr. Truman came into office, until on 
January 18, 1950, after many demands 
by American Protestantism that Mr. 
Taylor be brought home, his resignation 
was accepted. Although no public state- 
ment was made, it was generally under- 
stood at this time that the President 
would not appoint a successor to Mr. 
Taylor. The announcement of last Octo- 
ber 20 was, therefore, a‘complete surprise 
to the American public, and further- 
more was in complete defiance of the 
protest that the President knew had.at- 
tended the appointment and continuance 
of Mr. Taylor at the Vatican. 

In making this present nomination of 
General Clark, President Truman said 
that “direct diplomatic relations will as- 
sist in co-ordinating the effort to combat 
the Communist menace.” It is claimed 
that Rome is a strategic listening post 
from which important information from 
all over Europe can be gleaned, and that 
it is therefore advisable to have our rep- 
resentative in such a place. What infor- 
mation he could receive or transmit that 
could not be handled by an ambassador 
to the Italian Government in Rome is not 
explained. The Communists have de- 
nounced the proposed new U. S. Embassy 
as a projected spy post within an espi- 
onage center, yet, strangely enough, this 
charge is denied by the Vatican official 
paper, L’Osservatore Romano, What is 
more, the value of any assistance that 
the Vatican can give in combating the 
Communist menace may well be ques- 
tioned when one observes that most of 
the Russian satellite countries that are 
now behind the Iron Curtain were once 
considered predominately Roman Catho- 
lic. It is to the United States that the 
world looks today as the greatest bul- 
wark against Communism, not to the 
Catholic Church or “the state of Vatican 
City.” And it is here in the United 
States that the world has seen the great- 
est example of religious freedom and 
complete separation of church and state. 


Any attempt to justify diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Vatican on the ground 
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that both the United States and the Vati- 
can are opposed to Communism and want 
peace is absurd. Of course the Vatican 
says that it wants peace. Moscow also 
Says this, and so does Red China. But 
we have been finding out of late what 
sort of peace it is that Moscow and Red 
China want. And one may search the 
pages of history for any record of Rome’s 
wanting or agreeing voluntarily to any 
peace that was not of Rome’s making 
and to her advantage. She is opposed to 
Communism, of course, but largely be- 
cause of Communism’s attacks on her 
power and influence, and not because she 
wants to free the world from totalitari- 
anism. Was the Vatican not willing to 
negotiate with Fascist Mussolini in order 
to gain territory and recognition as a 
political state? Was it not the Vatican 
that gave her blessing to the armed 
forces of Mussolini when they left Italy 
to attack helpless Ethiopia? Where in 
South America has Rome been on the 
side of democratic government and free- 
dom of religion? Protestants know full 
well from bitter experience what hap- 
pens when Rome secures the peace she 
wants and fastens her hold on a land. 
They know that the only “peace” that 
fully satisfies Rome means a closed Bible 
and religious bondage. 


As for the subterfuge of nominating an 
ambassador to “the State of Vatican 
City” and not to a religious organization, 
since when has it become advantageous 
to appoint a full ambassador to an area of 
only one sixth of a square mile, having 
a population. of about one thousand _per- 
sons, and which has no civil court or 
civil administration distinguishable from 
ecclesiastical authority? Any _ right- 
thinking individual cannot be so foolish 
as to believe that this appointment to 
the Vatican does not recognize the Ro- 
man Catholic Church in a manner not 
extended to any other religious body, and 
what is more, in a way not desired or 
acceptable to any other religious body 
in the United States, 

The men and women who came to 
America and settled our land three hun- 
dred years ago came largely to find a 
home where they might worship God 
according to the dictates of their own 
consciences. Many of them had known 
and suffered under religious persecution 
of one kind or another. When the time 
came to prepare a constitution for the 
new republic established here, our fore- 
fathers were wise enough to include in 
that Constitution a guarantee that there 
would be no state religion, and that all 
our people would be free to worship God 
as they chose. They saw the danger of 
entanglement with any church and the 
peril of permitting any religious group 
to gain an influential hold on our Gov- 
ernment. The principles they estab. 
lished have become a part of our Ameri- 
can heritage. To set up ambassadorial 
relations with any church breaks down 
this tradition and should be repugnant 
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to all Americans, whethe: ‘hey are Cath- 
olic or Protestant by religion. This ap- 
pointment of General Clark, if approved 
by the Senate, will create a liaison with 
the Roman‘ Catholic @hurch that is not 
only preferential and disc,iminatory but 
dangerous, in the light f Rome’s long 
record of intrigue, politic 1 maneuvering 
and arrogant insistence upon her own 
infallibility and superau iority over all 
political states. 

But what can Americans do to meet 
the danger that threatens? Mere indig- 
nation will not suffice. Only an aroused 
and protesting citizenry and the prevail- 
ing prayers of God's }.eople can save the 
day.

Was Isaac Newton a Christian? 


For a publication of, your reputation 
the statement you made about New- 


ton’s being a witness to Christ as 
Saviour is rather intriguing. 
. . . ° 
I believe I am a close biographical 


follower of his, and though I find many 

statements contrary, I would truly en- 

joy finding one reference indicating 
he had a saving faith in Christ. 

He had a brilliant mind: he compre- 
hended most of Daniel and agreed 
much with Ussher on the Old Testament 
dates; but, as I understand, thoucht 
Jesus was only a great man.—A Har- 
vard University reacer. 

The Editor was evidently mistaken in 
an editorial note (Oct. 6) when he re- 
ferred to Sir Isaac Newton—one of sev- 
eral scientists whom he named—and 
said: “These men turned their inventive 
genius toward the good of mankind, and 
at the same time gave a clear. witness 
to their faith in the Lord Jesus Christ 
as Saviour.” There is a long quotation 
in Dr. Wilbur M. Smith’s book, “There- 
fore Stand” (pp. 298-300), in which Sir 
Isaac Newton gave testimony concern- 
ing his faith in God. But on rereading 
it the Editor discovered that there is no 
clear evidence here that he ‘trusted in 
Christ as His Saviour. So the Editor 
wrote to Dr. Smith, asking whether he 
had any more light on the question, and 
received the following reply: 

“T am afraid that the man at Harvard 
is probably right regarding Sir Isaac 
Newton. From what I gather—and this 
greatly surprised me when I came upon 
it—neither Newton nor John Milton 
could be called strict trinitarians. New- 
ton was a true lover and constant stu- 
dent of the Word of God. He frequently 
declared his faith in God as the Creator 
of the universe, but I do not know where 
he ever confessed faith in Jesus Christ 
as the only begotten Son of God. An 
entire book, a small volume, was written 
a few years ago by H. McLaehlan, a 
well-known scholar in England, on the 
religion of Milton, Newton, and John 
Locke.”

How the miraculous advent of the Saviour was received 
by those in Bethlehem and Jerusalem 


have olijerved an unvarying cus- 

tom as . royal babe is about to. be 
born. When the Court physicians are 
assured that within an hour or so a new 
prince or princess will see the light of 
day in the royal household, government 
leaders are advi,2d, and the Home Sec- 
retary must hasten to the Palace, to re- 
main there until the child is born. The 
moment he receives official notification 
from the attendant physicians, he is the 
first to intimate it to the nation. 

Once in the more degenerate days, so 
far as royalty is concerned, the Home 
Secretary (or his equivalent) had to 
be present actually, to assure the nation 
that a royal heir had really been born. 
Some royal couples in the distant past 
were childless and anxious to keep the 
throne attached to their own royal line. 
They were not above trying to impose 
a child that was not theirs upon the 
nation as a natural heir to the throne. 
To avoid any such fraud, the represen- 
tative of government and people was 
present at the birth, to bear witness that 
a child was actually born to the reign- 
ing queen. Injthose days, when the 
Church of Rome lusted for power and 
had a rival successor to the throne ready, 
there was great disappointment in Rome 
if a babe was born to a Protestant queen, 
and great care had to be taken lest the 
babe be stolen or destroyed. That dan- 
ger is past, for no Catholic can now as- 
cend the English throne, by law. Thus 
the attendance of the Home Secretary 
at a royal birth is a mere formality, 
though doubtless he sees the babe be- 
fore leaving the Palace, and gives his 
best wishes to the reigning King and 
Queen.

Born A KING 


At this season of the year we think 
of Another of princely birth, who came 
of the royal house and lineage of David. 
Not only did Jesus come from a royal 
line: He was born King, something that 
never happens in any royal household. 
One can be born a prince, but never 
a king. He becomes king only if next 
in succession on the death of his kingly 
father, or by an abdication. Christ, how- 
ever, was born King for the simple rea- 
son that He was King before He was 
born. This is why Paul speaks of Him 
as “the King eternal, immortal” (1 Tim. 
1:17). 

As we gather anew around the Babe, 
let us think of the spectators of that 
wondrous event we celebrate as Christ- 
mas comes round. Who were the wit- 
nesses of Christ’s birth? They were

holy and human, devout and diabolical, 
inquiring and exalting. 

First of all, the three persons com- 
prising the Trinity were at Bethlehem. 
The Father was present, since it was His 
love that drew salvation’s plan. He it 
was who predicted and promised the 
coming One. Centuries before, God had 
declared that Christ would appear as 
the Seed of the woman to destroy 
Satan’s authority (Gen. 3:15). Through 
the thousands of years represented by 
the. Old Testament, God prepared the 
mind of man and the world for the ad- 
vent of His blessed Son. What holy joy, 
then, must have been His when ulti- 
mately Christ was born of Mary, as God 
manifest in flesh! 

Christ, also, was a spectator of His 
own birth. It seems unnecessary to dis- 
cuss the question as to when He became 
conscious that He was the promised Mes- 
siah. I ha%e no doubt whatever that, 
when the human body was fully pre- 
pared for Christ to indwell, He entered 
it as God, the Son. While His glory 
was not manifested until He commenced 
His ministry, yet within Him as the 
Babe, there was the full consciousness 
of who and what He was. 

It goes without saying that the Holy 
Spirit was likewise present at the man- 
ger, since He was responsible, as the 
begetter of life, for the conception within 
Mary’s womb. He it was who implanted 
the seed necessary for the production 
of a body, and who graciously over- 
shadowed Mary during the months she 
was with child. Yes, and it was the 
Spirit who possessed our Lord from the 
beginning of His earthly career until, 
by the same Spirit, Christ offered Him- 
self up to God. 

Another onlooker, and a frustrated one 
at that, was the Devil. The one event 
he sought to prevent was the coming of 
Christ into the world. Ever before him 
was the announcement he had received 
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in Eden, and from that hour he set out 
to destroy the royal seed from which 
Jesus was to spring. There were times 
when he almost succeeded, but God saw 
to it that the tribe of Judah was kept 
intact. Thus Christ came to earth as the 
promised one in spite of the powers of 
hell. Witnessing the coming of the Seed, 
Satan was just as determined to destroy 
Mary’s child and thereby prevent the 
Cross. All Satanic efforts, however, were 
foiled, and Christ finished His God- 
given task. 

Bethlehem’s crib is the test of char- 
acter. Man’s true worth is revealed as 
he stands at the feet of the Babe, wrap- 
ped in swaddling clothes. Further, what 
man does with Christ’s wondrous birth 
determines his destiny. Dealing with it 
as an ordinary birth and treating Christ 
as a child with a human father, shuts 
a man out from all this Man-Child made 
possible. No one can be a Christian 
after the New Testament order who dis- 
credits the Virgin Birth. Rejection of 
this initial miracle of Christianity means 
the rejection of all the miraculous con- 
tent of the Bible. 

Somehow the Cradle and the Cross are 
bound together. The overthrow of one 
means the elimination of the other. This 
is why the Modernist, who will not ac- 
cept the truth of the Incarnation, has 
little room in his theology for the aton- 
ing death of Christ. Certainly there is 
mystery associated with our Lord’s in- 
carnation, but this is no reason why it 
should be discredited. 

Let us therefore seek out those who 
were present that day when Christ was 
born, and note their personal reactions 
as they gazed upon the Babe, who came 
for the redemption of sinners. 


PRIESTLY ZACHARIAS 

In his song concerning Jesus, Zach- 
arias blessed God for His advent as a 
fulfillment of prophecy and as a source 
of spiritual blessing. As the father of 
John the Baptist, forerunner or advance- 
courier of Christ, Zacharias’ testimony 
cannot be neglected. At their advanced 
time of life, both Zacharias and Elisabeth 
had ceased to mention the subject of 
offspring. Their past prayers for a child, 
however, had not been forgotten by God. 
“Thy prayer is heard; and thy wife 
Elisabeth shall bear thee a son.” 

To the ancient Jews, to be childless 
was a weighty affliction, one of the bit- 
terest of sorrows (1 Sam, 1:10). Thus, 
when Gabriel appeared with the mes- 
sage that Elisabeth would conceive, 
Zacharias doubted such a miraculous in- 
terposition, and was smitten with dumb- 
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ness until John was born. Bengel says, 
“Loss of speech was a kind of medicine 
to Zacharias lest he should become swol- 
len ‘with pride because of the predicted 
greatness of his son.” 

Godly though he was, Zacharias 
thought the message of Gabriel incred- 
ible. But familiar as he was with Old 
Testament Scriptures, such an announce- 
ment should not have cast doubt into 
his mind. The wonderful births of Isaac, 
Samuel, and Samson should have re- 
minded priestly Zacharias that what God 
had accomplished in the past, He was 
able to repeat. Forgetting God’s ability 
to fulfill His Word, however, Zacharias 
resorted to arguments of human sense 
and reason. Yet it was not for him to 
réason why when God uttered His voice. 

After nine long months, the illustri- 
ous son appeared, and so we come to the 
witness of Zacharias to Christ as the 
Dayspring from on high who visited us. 
All doubt and dumbness disappeared, and 
Zacharias, vocal with praise, blessed God 
for the honor his son was to have in 
going before the face of the Lord, to pre- 
pare His ways. 


GopLy ELISABETH 

Elisabeth, the aunt of Mary’s Child, 
also adds her quota to the fact of fhe 
Incarnation. Her name, meaning “God 
her oath,” testifies to her pious upbring- 
ing. Although she had been barren 
through the years of expectancy, yet her 
barrenness was not the result of sin as 
the Jews so often taught. When she 
realized a child was to be hers, she hid 
herself, for “modesty is ever the fruit 
of piety.” 

As soon as Mary conceived, she visited 
the home of Elisabeth, and there is a 
delicacy yet profundity in the conversa- 
tion of these two miraculously pregnant 
women. What happiness they shared! 
As soon as they met, Elisabeth’s babe 
leaped within her womb—mysterious ef - 
fect of sympathy. With clarity of spir- 
itual insight, Elisabeth called Mary “the 
mother of my Lord,” witnessing thereby 
to the truth that the Child Mary was 
to bear was the long-promised Messiah. 
Thus Elisabeth recognized the truth of 
Christ’s Incarnation, for how could an 
unborn child be called Lord if He was 
not coming as such? Why, the leaping 
of her own babe was a pre-recognition 
by the unborn John of the unborn Sav- 
iour-Lord! 

Commending Mary for her precious 
faith, Elisabeth said, “Blessed is she that 
believed.” Here was a faith laughing 
at the impossible. When it came to 
Mary’s time to be delivered, Elisabeth 
thanked God for all His mercy in bring- 
ing her through a time of severe trial. 


JOHN THE FORERUNNER 
The testimony of John the Baptist as 
to the authenticity of the virgin birth 
must be reckoned with, seeing that his 
was the high privilege of preparing the 
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way for Christ to appear. Since his 
own birth was also miraculous, John 
had no doubt as to the Incarnation. 
Spirit-filled from his birth, he was cer- 
tain of his mission, and at all times de- 
clared that he was not that Light the 
prophets spoke of, but only a witness to 
that Light. His office was to herald the 
approach of the King, and to prepare 
the people for His coming. “Think not 
of me, but of the One about to appear,” 
John seemed to say. And when Jesus 
came, John, with true magnanimity, was 
ready to vanish from the scene. “He 
must increase, but I must decrease.” 
After Christ came and His ministry 
was established, John, although in 
prison, maintained his witness to his 
Lord. His last act, as a prisoner in 
chains awaiting a cruel death, was to 


Ill. God’s Grace and the 
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send men to Jesus. He, himself, had 
no doubt as to Christ’s authority. His 
question, “Art thou he that should 
come? or look we for another?” cast 
no reflection upon John’s faith in Christ. 
He wanted his two disciples to receive 
from Christ’s lips an answer leaving an 
indelible impression on their minds 
which, of course, was what happened. 
The words and works of Jesus revealed 
to John’s disciples that the faith of their 
master in Christ had been fully justified, 

As John prepared the way for Christ’s 
first coming as he preached sin, repent- 
ance, and judgment, what need there is 
for an army of John the Baptists. in these 
last days, to proclaim an identical mes- 
sage and prepare, thereby, the way for 
the second coming of Christ!

Problem of Legalism 


How the problem of legalism is dispensed with, 
and the believer is delivered from its principle 


“Wherefore, my brethren, ye also are 
become devd to the law by the body 
of Christ; that ye should be married to 
another, even to him who is «raised 
from the dead, that we should bring 
forth fruit unto God” (Rom. 7:4). 


HRISTIANITY from its inception has 

always been plagued by intermix- 
ture of legalism. The Gespel of grace 
revealed to and expounded by the great 
Apostle to the Gentiles found its dead- 
liest enemies and persecutors in legalists, 
who tried to foist the Law of Moses upon 
the Gospel of Christ. The Judaizing 
teachers hounded the steps of Paul and 
preached that men had to keep the Law 
of Moses in addition to believing on 
Christ. 

Confusion still is rampant in many 
Christian circles and among many sin- 
cere and honest souls, who would either 
bring in the Law of Moses (which was 
never given to Gentiles) or the principle 
of Law in general, and add it to the 
Gospel of grace, 

How widespread is the belief that obe- 
dience to God can be secured in no 
other way than by Law! The voice of 
reason says, “Set a man completely free 
and you cannot contro] him.” A denial 
of this is accounted heresy by many well- 
meaning Christians. 

But God’s Word declares repeatedly 
that we have been removed from the 
legal principle through Christ’s work on 
the cross and our consequent identifica- 
tion with Him in death, burial, and res- 
urrection (Rom. 6:3-5),. Only the Spirit 
of God can enable us to see this great 
principle of grace, and thereby liberate 
us from the leaven of legalism, which so 
corrupts and vitiates the Gospel of Christ 
and causes so much confusion and defeat 
among God’s people.

That God in Christ is a Saviour to the 
Christian and not at all a lawgiver is 
beyond human reascn or comprehen- 
sion, and must be understood by the 
Spirit’s tuition alone, as He unfolds the 
glories of the Gospel of Christ and gives 
us understanding of its treasures. This 
He does on the basis of faith, and not on 
the basis of human reason, 


I. THE GosPet oF GRACE DISPENSES WITH 
THE PROBLEM OF LEGALISM (Rom. 6: 14-23) 

God's message brings us the Good 
News that our hope is not in anything 
we are or have done in ourselves. but 
in what we are in and through the in- 
finite grace of Christ. The correct un- 
derstanding of the Gospel of grace solves 
the problem of Law and sets us free 
from it as a way of life. 

1. The Gospel of grace does not give 
license to sin (Rom. 6:14, 15).—The 
apostle utters the divine declaration (v. 
14a), “For sin shall not have dominion 
over you.” Sin, personified as a master, 
shall no longer exercise lordship over a 
believer. Its tyranny is ended. Its reign 
is brought to a close in the Christian. 

The apostle gives the basis of the 
divine declaration (v, 14b), “For ve are 
not under the law, but under grace.” So 
far from grace giving license to sin, it 
forms the groundwork underlying God’s 
announcement that the tyranny of sin 
(indwelling sin in the believer) is ter- 
minated. The apostle in saying that we 
who are “in Christ” (Rom, 6:3, 4, 11) are 
not “under law” does not merely mean 
that we are not under the Law of Moses. 
Gentiles never were. But he is declaring 
that we are not under legalism of any 
sort. 

The Law of Moses said, “Do and live”

Approach to the Lesson 

N HURLBUT'S Bible Atlas (Rand 
I McNally & Co., Chicago 5; $5) there 

is an interesting chart on page 61, 
showing the areas under control of Is- 
rael at various periods. According to 
this chart, Moses and Joshua conquered 
11,000 square miles of territory, while 
Solomon inherited from his father David 
an empire 60,000 square miles in extent. 
For the lands involved compare the 
maps on pages 45 and 60, keeping in 
mind the different scales. What Joshua 
partitioned to the tribes was less than 
one-fifth of what God promised (Josh 
1:4). It was not till David's time that 


Israel possessed the promised inheri- 
tance. Why did it take half a millen 
nium? Because of unbelief, disobe 
dience, apathy. Perhaps some of us are 
just as slow to possess our possessions 
in Christ. Had the tribes carried on as 
Joshua set the pace for them, they would 
have spread abroad and possessed the 
land in indisputable possession In 
stead, even what they did hold was be- 


ing constantly challenged by those whom 
they disobediently spared. Do we have 
an uncertain grasp of spiritual realities. 
or do we walk with a firm tread in the 
land of our inheritance? 

For interesting light on the fall of 
Jericho, see Garstang’s account of his 
archaeological findings in “The Foun- 





describe the defense system of Jericho, 
with its outer and inner walls, but he 
gives the evidence for the falling of the 
walls outward, along with the houses 
built on them. Traces of the burning 
of the city are also in evidence, such as 
“reddened masses of brick, cracked 
stones, charred timbers, and ashes.” See 
Joshua 6:24. Garstang also reckons the 
date of the event to be about 1400 B.C., 
his calculation being based on the com- 
plete lack among the ruins of Mykenean 
art, which appears in the period imme- 
diately following. This accords with 
calculations based on Biblical data. Some 
would attribute the falling of the walls 
to an earthquake, and that is not an un- 
reasonable conjecture. God used a wind 
to dry up the Red Sea (Exod. 14:21). 
Whatever the means, it was an act of 
God, miraculously timed. 


Verse by Verse 

Josh. 1:1.—“Now after the death of 
Moses the Lord spake unto Joshua.” 
Compare Isaiah 6:1. The passing of a 
great leader whose loss seems irrepar- 
able is an occasion to look up and listen 
to the voice of God. At such times He 
would teach us that our dependence 
must be on Him, not on man. 

Verse 2.—Moses my servant is dead: 
now therefore arise, go.” When the go- 
ing seems most impossible, God says, 
“Go.” See Exodus 14:15. Then He wants 


human agent was secondary. 

Verse 3.—“Every place that the sole 
of your foot shall tread upon.” Moses 
conveyed such a promise to Israel 
(Deut, 11:24). Here the promise is made 
to Joshua as the leader of the nation, 
but a similar promise was made to 
Caleb as an individual (Josh. 14:9). 
Planting the soles of the feet on the 
ground here represents an act of claim, 
and God promises to honor the claim of 
faith. 

Verse 4—"“From the wilderness . . . 
unto the great sea . . , shall be your 
coast.” See Genesis 15:18. Not until 
the days of David did the promised ter- 
ritory come under the sway of Israel, 
and then only for a short time. Through 
unbelief, backsliding, and disobedience 
Israel failed to possess its possessions. 

Verse 5.—“There shall not any man 
be able to stand before thee . . . with 
Moses . , . with thee.” It was not the 
prowess of Moses and Joshua that made 
them invincible, but the unfailing pres- 
ence and help of God. The faith that 
counts on God is the faith that conquers. 
The promise is for us (Heb. 13:5). 

Verse 6—“Be strong and of a good 
courage: for unto this people shalt thou 
divide .. . the land.” The assurance of 
ultimate triumph was intended to sustain 
Joshua when the going would be diffi- 
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cult. There are many discouragements 
in the way, but if we have a divine cer- 
tainty of the end, we do not faint. 

Verse 7.—“... . strong and very cour- 
ageous .. ,. to do according to all the 
law.” It takes strength and courage to 
obey God in face of all the oppositions 
of men and devils; but that is the way 
of true prosperity, and God will give the 
needed grace. Why should we fear if 
God is with us? (Rom, 8:31; Heb. 13: 
5, 6.) Verse 8 should not be missed 
here. 

Chap. 6:1.—“Now Jericho was straitly 
shut up because of the children of Is- 
rael.” See Joshua 2:9-11; Exodus 23:27. 
They did not dare to face Israel in the 
open field, but pinned their only hope 
upon ability to endure a siege. Even 
in this they had no heart. 

Verse 2.—See, I have given into thine 
hand Jericho.” Their lack of fighting 
spirit was evidence that God had al- 
ready reduced them, through terror, to 
defeat. Israel had little to do but pos- 
sess. 

Verse 3.—“And ye shall compass the 
city ... six days.” The first day would 
seem like reconnaissance, but repeated 
six days, the strange tactics would con- 
fuse the inhabitants of Jericho. On the 
other hand, it was a test of Israel’s faith 
and obedience. 

Verse 4.—“And seven priests shall bear 
before the ark seven trumpets.” The 
presence of the ark in the line of march, 
and the action of the priests, were a 
reminder that this was an operation of 
God and that He was in the midst of 
His people. These were not the silver 
trumpets used for. ceremonial] purposes, 
but common rams’ horns. 

Verse 5.—“All the people shall shout 
... and the wall of the city shall fall 
down flat.” No battering rams, no cata- 
pults, no ladders. It all sounded like 
a child’s game, with lots of imagination. 
But God! 

Verse 20.—“So the people shouted 
when the priests blew . . . the wall fell 
down flat.” Not a stone had fallen from 
the walls when the shout began, but by 
the end of it the entire wall had crashed 
inward—not because the foundations had 
»een loosened by the marching, but be- 

ause God did it. God’s ways may seem 
‘ontrary to all earthly wisdom and prac- 
tices, but they work! 


The Heart of the Lesson 

It was a formidable task to which 
Joshua was called. First, he was to 
succeed Moses, a man of such towering 
character that Joshua could never hope 
to fill his shoes. Second, he had seen, 
over a period of forty years, the recal- 
citrance and rebellion of the people, 
and he must have wondered how he 
could handle them when even Moses 
had so difficult a time. Third, the con- 
quest of Canaan was no small undertak-

ing, coupled with the settlement of the 
tribes in their inheritance. It was enough 
to make the stoutest heart stand still. 

But God answered with a threefold 
encouragement. First, there was the 
divine assurance of victory: “Every place 
that the sole of your foot shall tread upon, 
that have I given unto you” (Josh. 1:3). 
Second, there was the promise of the 
divine presence: “As I was with Moses, 
so I will be with thee: I will not fail 
thee, nor forsake thee” (v. 5). Third, 
there was strength from the divine law 
(vs. 7, 8). With this fortifying, Joshua 
assumed command. 

Right in the line of march lay Jericho, 
a fortified city, and the key to the whole 
land. Now, just as the first-born be- 
longed to God, and the first fruits of 
the land, so the first city to fall in Ca- 
naan must be “devoted” unto God, and 
not go for spoil to the Children of Is- 
rael; hence the strict commands utterly 
to destroy and to take no loot. In keep- 
ing. with this, the campaign against the 
city was no ordinary military campaign. 
It was claimed for God by the progres- 
sion of the ark of the covenant around 
it, and by the blowing of the priests’ 
horns over it. No engines of war made 
the breach, but the act of God. We are 
engaged in a warfare in which carnal 
weapons are of no avail. A stiff upper 
lip and a set chin will not overcome

The Red Sea and the Jordan, It is 
significant that the Israelites’ exit from 
Egypt and their entrance into Canaan 
were marked by similar miracles, in one 
case the arm of the sea being dried up for 
them, and in the other the waters of 
the river being held back for them 
Over the Red Sea might be written the 
word “OUT,” and over the Jordan the 
word “IN.” See Deuteronomy 6:23. 
God is not content to bring us out of 
the place of judgment and bondage. He 
wants to bring us in to the place of vic- 
tory and rest and abundance. it is not 
His intention that we should spend our 
days in the wilderness of discontent, re- 
bellion, and unfruitfulness. Some of us 
are out of Egypt—we are saved; but we 
are not in Canaan, enjoying “the ful- 
ness of the blessing of the gospel.” Per- 
haps we have not crossed our Jordan, 
reckoning ourselves dead unto sin and 
alive unto God (Rom, 6:1-11). 

The Way of Prosperity. At least three 
Passages give the same recipe for suc- 
cess in life—heeding the Word of God. 
Here it is in Joshua 1:8. David gives it 
to us in Psalm 1:2, 3. The apostolic tes- 
timony is added in James 1:25. This 
does not mean that the Bible will make 
millionaires of us all. Prosperity is big- 
ger than a bank account. True pros- 
perity consists of outflow rather than 
inflow. Our Lord gives us the picture 
in John 7:38. The man who is steeped 
in the Word of God will have something 
to give. 

Jericho, Jericho was the key to Ca- 
naan. Its capture would lay the whole 
land open to Israel. Therefore its de- 
feat must be complete. This is another 
angle in the demand for its annihilation. 
There is often a Jericho in our lives— 
a key point of resistance to God. Once 
that is broken before Him, the whole life 
lies open to His will. It may be a pur- 
suit, a friendship, an ambition. It must 
be dealt with mercilessly, devoted to de- 
struction, if the Lord would reign su- 
preme and the blessing come. As Joshua 
pronounced a curse on the one who 
would rebuild Jericho, so we dare not 
build again that city of resistance. We 
shall do so at the peril of our spiritual 
life and usefulness. See 1 Kings 16:34,

“Now after the death of Moses, , 
the Lord spake unto Joshua” (Josh, 1:1). 
—There is an important dispensational 
change to be observed here. Moses, the 
lawgiver, passes; and Joshua, whose 
very name means “savior,” takes over 
at the River Jordan, 

The crossing of the Jordan enabled 
Israel to enter their inheritance—and 
that, of course, was wholly a matter of 
divine grace and power—hence the man 
who represents the Saviour, the divine 
deliverer, must assume control. 

The crossing of the river speaks to 
us of that phase of the death of Christ 
which enables us to enter into our in- 
heritance. The conquest of the land in- 
volved conflict on Israel’s part, but their 
entrance into it was wholly according 
to the purpose and work of their De- 
liverer. We must never forget that al- 
though some things shall be given to 
believers according to their works (Rev, 
22:12; 1 Cor. 3:8), there are other ex- 
tremely important things which are 
given to us “according to his own pur- 
pose,” and “according to the riches of 
his grace” (2 Tim, 1:9; Eph. 1:7, 9, 11). 

A little boy, one of seven children, 
met with an accident, and was taken 
to the hospital. He came from a lowly 
home where hunger was seldom com- 
pletely satisfied. The glass of milk was 
only part full; or if full, shared by two, 
or more, children. After the lad was 
made as comfortable as possible in his 
hospital bed, a nurse brought him a large 
glass of milk.

“Be strong and of a good courage” 
(Josh. 1:6).—Three times over the Lord 
enjoins Joshua to “be strong and of a 
good courage” (vs. 6, 7,9). In each in- 
stance He informs His servant why he 
should “be strong and of a good cour- 
age.” (1) “Thou shalt cause this peo- 
ple to inherit the land” (v. 6, marg.). 
(2) “That thou mayest observe to do” 
(v. 7). (3) “For the Lord thy God is 


with thee” (v. 9).

It requires divine courage and strength 
so to minister the Word that the peo- 
ple of God shall be helped to possess 
their possessions spiritually. Many 
servants of the Lord have been severely 
persecuted for their faithfulness in min- 
istering the Word to the edification of 
believers. 

We must be “strong in the Lord, and 
in the power of his might.” In fact, the 
Lord Himself becomes our strength. The 
theme of redemption’s first song is, “The 
Lord is my strength and song, and he 
is become my salvation” (Exod, 15:2). 

What encourages one more than the 
consciousness of the Lord’s vouchsafed 
presence! To us as well as to Joshua 
is the promise given, “I will never leave 
thee, nor forsake thee” (Heb. 13:5). 
While practicing the presence of the 
Lord we can truthfully say, “I will not 
fear what man shall do unto me.”

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shooting no guns and throwing no bombs,

The conquest of Jericho was just as 
Quixotic as that. According to the judg- 
ment of the world it was foolishness. 
But Joshua did not blink an eyelash 
when God gave him the plan: they were 
to march around the city every day for 
six days, carrying the ark of the cove- 
nant, preceded by seven priests blowing 
on rams’ horns, armed men in front and 
armed men behind; then on the seventh 
day they were to march around with 
this formation seven times, blowing the 
rams’ horns, and shouting when they 
were commanded to do so, and the city 
would fall to pieces. It worked. A 100 
per cent success. The walls protecting 
the city “fell down flat.” and the Is- 
raelites walked: right in and took every- 
thing. Some might try to explain this 
miracle by psychology: or that the peo- 
ple of Jericho were hypnotized. But 
that wouldn't account for the walls fall- 
ing “down flat.” Walls are not psychic. 

The word “foolishness” occurs four 
times in the first chapter of First Corin- 
thians. Paul is showing what small po- 
tatoes is the boasted best wisdom of men 
in contrast to the infinite wisdom of God 
Just look at these statements: “For the 
preaching of the cross is to them that 
perish foolishness: but unto us which 
are saved it is the power of God” (1 
Cor. 1:18). “For after that in the wis- 
dom of God the world by wisdom knew 
not God, it pleased God by the foolish- 
ness of preaching to save them that be- 
lieve” (v. 21).

The world looks askance at the chal- 
lenges in God’s Word. They don’t seem 
to “click” with man’s wisdom. They 
are illogical—unreasonable. God’s Word 
says, “Love your enemies, bless them 
that curse you, do good to them that 
hate you, and pray for them which de- 
spitefully use you, and persecute you” 
(Matt. 5:44). The natural man says that 
is absurd. But Jesus did it, and He calls 
on you and me to follow in His steps. 
If you and I could have the faith of 
Joshua and his simple-minded obedience, 
many a wall that stands between us and 
victory would fall down flat—to our 
amazement. 

“Commit thy way unto the Lord; trust 
also in him; and he shall bring it to 
pass” (Psa. 37:5).

Here is another 
instance of faith. God had told Joshua 
to lead the Israelites across Jordan, but 
the river was impassable. There had 
never been any bridge there, and at 
that time of year, the Jordan overflowed 
all its banks. But Joshua went ahead 
with the necessary plans for crossing, 
just as if the way were open. There was 
no sign that God was going to do any- 
thing, until the feet of the men who 
carried the ark touched the water. Per- 
haps some of the people, lined up be- 
hind them, thought, “The Canaanites will 
never stop making fun of us for get- 
ting ready to cross the Jordan when it 
is impassable.”

FTER Moses was dead, Joshua took 

up his work of leading Israel into 
Canaan. God gave them very special 
directions about crossing the Jordan 
River, which was the first thing they had 
to do. Joshua sent two men to spy out 
the city of Jericho. A woman by the 
name of Rahab hid them so the king 
could not kill them, and they came safely 
back to the camp of Israel. They told 
Joshua that the people were afraid of 
the Israelites because of what God had 
done, fighting for them, 

So Joshua told the people to prepare 
food, for in three days they would go 
over Jordan. What a cooking there must 
have been in the camp! They cooked 
all they could carry, no doubt, for they 
did not know just how things would be 
on the other side of the Jordan. 

God had told Joshua to send over first 
the ark, which stood in the Tabernacle 
holv of holies. As soon as the feet of 
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the men who carried the ark came into 
the river, they were to stand still. All 
the people had begun to follow the ark, 
but a little way behind. What would 
you have thought? Were they going to 
try to walk through the river or swim? 
But God had told them what to do. 

As soon as the bearers of the ark 
stepped into the river and stood still, 
the water stopped flowing down the 
river, and was piled up in a wall, and 
the water below was taken away, and 
the priests that carried the ark stood 
on dry land, and the people all passed 
over on dry land, 

After all the people had gone over, 
Joshua had twelve men carry twelve 
stones out of the river over to the place 
where they were to camp that night 
and pile them up there, and then Joshua 
set up twelve stones in the midst of 
Jordan. These were both to be memo- 
rials, so they could tell their children 
that this was the place where God 
brought them through the Jordan on 
dry land. 

When all this had been done, the 
priests carried the ark through the river 
on the dry path, and when they had 
gone clear to the other side, the river 
flowed back as it had been before. One 
more wonderful miracle God did for 
His Chosen People, Israel. 

Do you know what happened when 
all the people who lived in Canaan heard 
about this great miracle? They were 
just plain scared. They didn’t have any 
fight left. They had heathen gods that 
they worshiped, but they never did any- 
thing like that. Really, they never did 
anything. Hdw could gods of wood and 
stone do anything? 

Perhaps the children know the story 
of how Joshua and the Israelites took 
the city of Jericho. It is a strange story, 
but they did just what God told them 
to do. First came seven priests with 
trumpets made of ramshorns, then the 
priests bearing the ark, and then all the 
fighting men—this was the parade that 
was to march around the city once each 
day for six days. In those days, cities 
had walls. Don’t you suppose the men 
of Jericho stood on the wall and laughed 
at those crazy Israelites just marching 
around the city with no swords or spears, 
just trumpets? 

On the seventh day, they marched 
around the city seven times, and then 
the priests blew on the trumpets. That 
was the signal for all the people to 
shout as loud as they could. And what 
happened? The walls of the city fell 
down flat, and every man just walked 
straight into the city! Easy? Easy for 
God, yes. All things are possible with 
God. He fought for Joshua and his 
people until they had conquered all the 
heathen people, and the land was di- 
vided between the twelve tribes of Is- 
rael. Joshua died before the people 
were all driven out of the country, but he 
charged the people to go on and finish

Topic and Scripture: 
In the New Homeland 
(Josh. t:1, 6, 7; 4:19-24) 
UT a sheet of brown construction 
paper into three strips the long way 
of the paper. Fasten the three strips end 
to end with paste or sticky tape, making 
a strip about a yard long. Fold the 
ends toward the center so they meet 
or overlap a little. Paste blue-green 
paper over these two top sections. In 
the folded position it represents the Jor- 
dan river flowing as usual. If desired, 
trim the outer edges into irregular 
curves like the banks of a river, holding 
the blue parts folded over their respec- 
tive brown beds while cutting. From 
vray paper cut thirty or more “stones” 
of various shapes. Shade with black 
crayon. Lift the lower blue end, scatter 
the stones over the brown paper be- 
neath, and replace the blue end. Now 
when you want a dry river bed in the 
story, turn down that blue end, laying 
it flat on the table, exposing the brown 
side. The other blue end should re- 
main folded over the brown to represent 
the upper portion of the river still cov- 
ered by water (Josh. 3:16). 


The big day has come, the day to ente:

Joshua has given the people their direc- 
tions.

But what about that river be- 
tween them and the new land, the Jor- 
dan River? Can they wade through it? 
No, indeed, it is flooded, deeper than 
usual. Is there a bridge? No. Are 
there boats? No. Then what?  Re- 
member the Red Sea. See what God 
will do this time. 

Here comes the long procession right 
down to the river bank (show prepared 
“river”), led by the-priests with the 
ark of God. The priests step into the 
water. Are they going to swim? No! 
The water here seems to be all flowing 
dewnstream and draining away (open 
lower end flat), while the water up- 
stream heaps up and doesn’t come down 
here. How strange! But you had better 
not stand there looking and wondering! 
March on while the ground is dry! 
Maybe you are one of the twelve men 
Joshua has asked to pick up a stone and 
carry it across. Joshua himself piles up 
twelve stones in the middle of the river. 
(Let each pupil take one stone and place 
on the river bank until twelve stones 
have been taken. Appoint one pupil to 
be Joshua and make a pile of twelve 
others in the river bed.) Now Joshua 
is across.

(Matt. 19:17), demanding duty and offer- 
ing blessing for duty performed. But 
we are under the principle of grace, 
which says, “Live and do,” conferring 
blessing and enablement first so that 
deeds and fruit may follow. 

Only when we come to see that our 
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history in Adam, with all its responsib- 
ity and failure, ended at the Cross, will 
these glorious words, “Under grace,” fully 
take hold of us. The marvelous free gift 
we have received in Christ is sufficient to 
change our lives. Even the meanest man 
when he receives a benefit instead of the 
punishment, which he expected or de- 
served, is for the moment at least shamed 
out of his baseness. Generosity has this 
intrinsic transforming power upon ‘all 
that it touches. 

But the Gospel of grace goes much 
deeper than this. The change which 
takes place is not one merely of attitude 
or disposition. It is a radical transfor- 
mation, involving being taken out of the 
state of condemnation and death in the 
old Adam, and placed in a state of justi- 
fication and life in the last Adam. 

Whether it be the Jew under the 
Law or Adam’s fallen race under con- 
science, the freedom that is in Christ 
liberates from the miserable futility of 
trying to “be good” in order to be ac- 
cepted by God. Israelites had to think 
of their behaviour in all details as 
affecting their relationship to God. The 
Law was external on tables of stone. But 
with us the Law is written on the heart, 
and we do because we are accepted, not 
in order to be accepted with God. 

The Apostle anticipates an objection 
to the basis of the divine declaration he 
has just made that we will not go on 
sinning because we are under grace and

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not under Law. “What then? shall we 
sin, because we are not under the law, 
but under grace? God forbid” (Rom. 6: 
15). This, like the suggestion in Romans 
6:1 is Satanic, and, like it, suggests the 
same spirit of lawlessness and independ- 
ence of the Creator that is ever the crea- 
ture’s temptation, Like our Lord’s rebuke 
of Peter, who under the veneer of pious 
concern for His welfare would have kept 
Him from the Cross—“Get thee behind 
me, Satan” (Matt. 16:23), Paul utterly 
rejects this suggestion as Satanic to keep 
the believer from appropriating the ben- 
efits of the Cross. 

The apostle’s answer is, in brief, that 
the effect of grace is so to change a man’s 
nature that he no longer can sin pre- 
sumptuously. The power that urged him 
to sin is broken, and has lost its grip 
upon him. 

2. The Gospel of grace provides free- 
dom from sin (Rom. 6:16-23).—The 
apostle sets forth the liberating ministry 
of the Gospel of grace under the figure 
of freedom and slavery in contrast (Rom. 
6: 16-23). Slavery was a common institu- 
tion of the Roman world at the time, and 
furnished a plain and admirable illustra- 
tion of the thralldom imposed by 
sin as contrasted with the freedom grant- 
ed by the Gospel. 

First, freedom and slavery have dif- 
ferent masters—God in Christ under 
freedom, or sin personified under slavery 
(v. 16). 

Second, freedom and slavery lead to 
diverse results—‘‘obedience” to God unto 
righteousness or “sin unto death” (v. 16), 
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or, as the apostle continues his treat- 
ment of contrasting results in verses 21- 
23, “fruit unto holiness” (v. 22); on one 
hand, no fruit, only “death” (v. 21), on 
the other “the gift of God [eternal life)” 
(v. 23) over against “the wages of sin 
(death]” (v. 23). 

Third, freedom and slavery involve 
two different courses of action. The old 
life demanded servitude to sin. The 
new life requires service to righteous- 
ness (v. 18). 

Paul explains why he uses the figure 
of human slavery. He says the “infirm- 
ity” of the “flesh” is such that we must 
of necessity be in bond-service either to 
sin or to God (Rom. 6:19). Man dislikes 
this fact. He boasts of his freedom, 
whether it be political, economic, or in- 
tellectual. But man fails to reckon upon 
the moral frailty of the flesh and realize 
that. unless’ he appropriates God’s sal- 
vation and yields himself to God’s will, 
he must inevitably fall into the slavery 
of sin. Paul follows closely the words 
of Christ Jesus that only those who 
“know the truth” and walk in it, are 
free. “Whosoever committeth sin is the 
servant of sin. .. . If the Son therefore 
shall make you free, ye shall be free 
indeed” (John 8:34-36). 

The truth, which the apostle submits 
for their appropriation, he calls “that 
form [pattern] of doctrine” to which they 
were delivered (Rom. 6:17). The pat- 
tern of doctrine is the Good News of 
what Christ accomplished on the cross. 
The glorious fact of this Gospel, not 
only that Christ died for us and rose 
again, but that we died and rose again 
in union with Him, so that what we 
were in Adam, guilty and under con- 
demnation, has been entirely done away 
with (Rom. 6:1-11), is that which we 
are to believe “from the heart.” Believ- 
ing it thus will bring its power and re- 
ality into our lives. 


II. THe GosPet oF Grace DELIVERS From 
THE PRINCIPLE OF LEGALISM (Rom. 7:1-6) 
In Romans 6, sin is viewed as a master 
to whom sinners belong and to whom 
they render servitude as slaves. This 
bond is dissolved by death—the death 
not of the master but of the slave. The 
claim of the owner ceases when the 
slave dies. In Romans 7 another figure 
is used, the marriage bond, to show how 
the believer is delivered from legalism. 
1. The believer is released from legal- 
ism by death (Rom. 7:1-4a).—The law 
only has jurisdiction over a man as long 
as he lives. If he dies, he is free from 
the Law ‘Rom, 7:1). The believer has 
died in Christ, being identified with his 
Lord, in death, burial, and resurrection 
(Rom. 6:3, 4). He is accordingly released 
from the claims of the Law. In the il- 
lustration of this truth. the apostle em- 
ploys the case of the wife whose husband 
dies and who is thereby free to marry an- 
other. He does this because he wants to 
use the figure not only to show that the 
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believer is dead to the Law, but married 
to Christ, and hence in a double sense 
“not under the law.” 

2. The believer is released from legal- 
ism by marriage (Rom, 7:4b).—“Where- 
fore, my brethren, ye also are become 
dead to the Law by the body of Christ; 
that ye should be married to another.” 
The believer is dissolved from obligation 
to the Law of Moses, or to any legal 
principle of living, because he became 
dead to the Law by the body of Christ 
He has been baptized by one Spirit into 
one body (1 Cor. 12:13), the body of 
Christ, of which Christ is the Head. Be- 
ing vitally united to that body, he shares 
its experience of death. He is now, like 
the woman whose husband has died, 
freed from an old obligation and re- 
leased by death to be married to an- 
other. The “another” is, as the apostle 
points out, Christ Risen. 

Here is the climax of glorious truth in 
Romans! The believer is married to 
Christ! Ours is His name and His 
hature. We share His past triumphs, His 
present life, His future glory. The Father 
has taken the hand of His Son and that 
of His child and joined them for time 
and eternity. What a_ relationship! 
What grace! 

To those who will dare scale these 
lofty heights of spiritual truth and from 
their eminence survey the finished work 
oh the cross and the believer’s conse- 
quent position in a crucified, risen, and 
ascended Lord, the problem of legalism 
becomes non-existent, 

To serve and obey such a One, who 
has in infinite grace wrought so mightily 
for us, on any other basis than love and 
spontaneous devotion is unthinkable, The 
Heavenly Father through His only be- 
gotten Son has done all to draw out the 
heart of love of His child. Obedience 
and holiness of life, which spring from 
the free outflow of affection in the heart 
of His redeemed ones, alone will delight 
His own great heart of love. To offer 
Him service or obedience on any other 
basis is an insult to His infinite grace. 

Let us then serve Him with full- 
hearted love, fervently and joyfully.

First, each individual can become a 
committee of one to write his personal 
protest to both of his United States Sena- 
tors, sending a copy of these letters to 
President Truman and also to Senator 
Tom Connally, Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. A letter 
somewhat along the following lines is 
suggested:

In the event President Truman’s rec- 
ommendation of General Mark Clark, 
or any other individual, for such a post 
comes to a vote on the floor of the 
Senate, I hope you will protest it and 
will vote against it.

A Watchman on the Wall. The Life 
Story of Will H. Houghton. By Wilbur 
M. Smith. (Wm, B, Eerdmans Pub. Co., 
Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $2.50.) Dr. Smith 
has not written a complete biography 
of his friend and co-laborer at the Moody 
Bible Institute, but has touched the high 
lights of Dr. Houghton’s colorful life in 
this very readable narrative. Emphasis 
is placed upon the two pastorates in 
Pennsylvania (at New Bethlehem and 
Norristown), and the two great city pas- 
torates (Atlanta, Ga., and Calvary Bap- 
tist Church in New York City). The 
story is enriched by quotations from many 
beautiful letters in which eloquent tes- 
timony is given to the effective and 
warm-hearted ministry of Dr. Houghton, 

This converted “actor” always stressed 
evangelism and the need of revival 
among church people. Home and for- 
eign missions and Bible study likewise 
played an important role in his church 
programs. No wonder that God hon- 
ored this preacher, who, though with 
somewhat limited education and train- 
ing, so signally honored God and His 
Word. 

Most interesting are the fourteen years 
as president of the great Bible institute 
in Chicago founded by Dwight L. Moody. 
They demonstrated that Will H. Hough- 
ton was a man of ideas, always, by the 
help and illumination of the Holy Spirit, 
seeking to find new channels for the 
spread of the Gospel. 

This book will be read with delight 
by all who knew Dr. Houghton and 
many who did not know him will be 
blessed by this biography. 


The Gospel. The Unification of the 
Four Gospels from the American Stand- 
ard Edition of the Revised Bible. By 
Thomas G. Dietz. (Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Pub, Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $3.) 
This harmony of the Gospels (A.R.V.) 
has been done with great care and the 
selections are put together in easy flow- 
ing English, and it gives us the full con- 
tent of the inspired record of all four 
Gospels without repetition. There are 
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marginal references for each portion of 
the text, whether it be a sentence, a 
phrase, or a word or two, to designate 
which Gospel is quoted. For example, 
the account of the cursing and withering 
of the fig tree is shown as mainly from 
Matthew 21:18, 19. But there are three 
phrases placed in the record from Mark 
11:12, 13 which supplement Matthew’s 
account—“from Bethany,” “for it was not 
the season of figs,” and ‘“‘and his disciples 
heard it.” These brief additions give 
us the few extra details that are lack- 
ing in Matthew. One can readily see 
how helpful this harmony can be to a 
careful student. It is a beautiful book 
of 180 pages in good type and thoroughly 
paragraphed with headings quite sim- 
ilar to “The Paragraphed Testament” 
already published by the World Pub- 
lishing Company. The thirty-nine chap- 
ters are in six parts as related to the 
chronology of Christ's life—a great time- 
saver for any minister. 


Understanding the Books of the Old 
Testament. Edited by Patrick H. Car- 
michael. (John Knox Press, Richmond 
9, Va., $2.50.) While, this book aims to 
be a guide to Bible study for the lay- 
man, and one will find clearly.presented 
the great truths affirming the blood 
atonement and the singular unity of 
purpose of all the Old Testament in 
pointing to Christ, nevertheless, it has 
sharp limitations that make it an un- 
trustworthy guide. As an interpretive 
study, pointing out particularly the 
theme of God’s redemptive purpose in 
the history of Israel, it is in many re- 
spects unusual. 

The editor is, among other things. 
a member of the International Council 
of Religious Education. Under his 
supervision the different writers of the 
six portions of the book were confined 
as to their references to three texts— 
the American Standard Version of the 
Bible, the Westminster (Davis) Bible 
Dictionary, and the one-volume commen- 
tary by Dummelow, The last two texts 
are to be seriously questioned in view 
of their very Liberal tendencies. Again 
and again the reader is directed to them 
for further information, and at a num- 
ber of points where a check of these 
references was made they were found 
to be inadequate. Two of the six parts 
of the book were written by pastors 
and four by professcrs in seminaries. 
The sections written by the pastors are 
the most helpful and are free from 
questionable data. Of the portions writ- 
ten by professors, that. on the Penta- 
teuch is best. Criticism of this section 
would include such phrases as “natu- 
ral inability,” rather than “total de- 
pravity” of man, for example, and ref- 
erence to “Adam” as “the race”; 


implying the possibility of harmonizing 
evolutionary concepts with the creation 
account. 

Perhaps the most objectionable section 
is that on the Poetic Books. 


In Job 
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(a weak but poetic treatment through- 
out), Satan is viewed as a power rather 
than a person. The idea of supernatu- 
ral choice and arrangement of the 
Psalms, as well as their inspiration, is 
absent altogether. Some of Christ’s last 
words are indicated as mere quotations 
from the Psalms and not the actual ful- 
fillment of prophecy. The Song of Solo- 
mon is presented as only a picture of 
the love of a man and a woman, and 
the idea that it is a type of the rela- 
tionship of Christ and the Church is 
caustically denied and dismissed. Vari- 
ous critical views as to authorship (Isa- 
iah notably), chronology, and the like, 
are noted favorably. The whole treat- 
ment of the Servant theme in Isaiah

WO weeks ago, when the topic under 
discussion was “Where We Got Our 
Bible,” we saw that there was a long 
period between the completion of the 
authorized version, or King James Ver- 
sion, in 1611 and the new translation that 
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we know today as the American Stand- 
ard Edition of the Revised Version 
of the Bible, which was placed on sale 
in 1901. Since then there have been 
many new versions, principally of the 
New Testament. Few of them are actu- 
ally new translations from -the original 
text, and unfortunately those that are 
new translations have been prepared by 
liberal scholars, and reflect the liberal 
thinking of their authors. This is the 
case with “The Bible, a New Transla- 
tion,” by James Moffatt, and “The Bible: 
An American Translation,” by J. M. 
Powis Smith and Edgar J. Goodspeed, 
and they cannot be recommended, espe- 
cially to recently born-again Christians 
who are not able to distinguish between 
the safe and unsafe portions of these 
works. 

Some years ago, “The New Testament 
in Modern Speech,” by Richard Francis 
Weymouth was published, and in its 
early editions was an excellent transla- 
tion of the New Testament in modern 
speech. However, in some editions pub- 
lished after the death of the author, 
questionable footnotes were added that 
make it impossible to recommend this 
fine translation unreservedly. 

In 1946, the International Council of 
Religious Education brought out the “Re- 
vised Standard Version of the New Tes- 
tament.” This version was prepared by 
a number of outstanding scholars, some 
of whom were avowed liberals. Here 
again an effort has been made to create 
a version in simple, modern English, and 
many sincere Bible students feel that in 
this direction much has been accom- 
plished. Some have objected, however, 
to the use of the personal pronoun “you” 
in passages where the Lord Jesus and 
God the Father are addressed, instead of 
the more familiar and formal “thou.” 
But on the other hand, some Bible-be- 
lieving students and scholars feel that 
this is not a serious blemish and that, 
while there are some other objectionable 
passages, there is much to be com- 
mended in this “Revised Standard Ver- 
sion,” and that it is the best translation 
in modern speech that has yet appeared.

Another example of a new edition of 
the Bible that is made untrustworthy by 
the notes and introductory prefaces to 
the various books is “The Westminster 
Study Edition of the Holy Bible,” which 
was published in 1948. In many of the 
prefaces the authorship of Books of the 
Bible is questioned, prophecy is dis- 
carded, and many of the plain statements 
of Scripture are denied. Even though 
the text itself is the King James Version, 
this edition cannot be recommended, 

It is still true that the plain King 
James Version and the American Stand- 
ard Edition of the Revised Version are 
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the best translations to put into the 
hands of a young Christian, even though 
some of the language to be found there 
is not in current use today. 

It is good to know, however, that there 
are several translations of the New 
Testament that have been made by in- 
dividuals within recent years that are 
safe and helpful. Among these are “The 
New Testament in Modern English,” by 
Mrs. William A. Montgomery (Judson 
Press, Philadelphia 3, Keratol, $1.50: 
leather, $3); “The New Testament in the 
Language of the People,” by Charles B. 
Williams (The Moody Press, Chicago 10; 
$3); and “New Testament,” by the Rev. 
George Swaan (New Testament Pub- 
lishers, 928 Cherokee Road, Louisville 4, 
Ky., $2, cloth; $3, flexible leatherette; $5. 
de luxe). 

In individual translations of this sort, 
however, there will be passages about 
which other sound scholars and Bible 
teachers will have minor disagreement. 
There is still a great need for a com- 
plete new translation of the whole Bible 
in modern English by a choice group of 
sound scholars who believe implicitly 
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that “all scripture is given by inspira- 
tion of God, and is profitable for doc- 
trine, for reproof, for correction, for in- 
structicn in righteousness: that the man 
of God may be perfect, throughly fur- 
nished unto all good works” (2 Tim. 
3:16, 17).
